Barely 12 hours after the Com­ 
m unists’ smashing defeat in the 
West Berlin city “lections Grote­ 
wohl went before th* Communist 
zone parliament to claim West 
Berlin as part of East Germany. 
He said that AUL»d troops are 
“ unjustly and illegally” stationed
